Next, | had a meeting with the Vehicle Standards Working Group that Transport for NSW hold, there are lots of things about 
individual constructed vehicles. The main issue for us is the removal of the rear seats to install draws or just for extra room. 
There are really no rules around this so it is considered the same as putting the seats down in a station wagon, it is fine to 
do it as long as the seat belts are not touched and any bolts are put back to plug the holes. If the vehicle is sold, the seats 
should be supplied with the sale. 


Finally, | had a meeting with the Ministers Advisory Committee for Parks and Heritage, this was held at Narooma on the 
South Coast and included an inspection of Montague Island. It is an amazing place with Parks doing a great job in 
rehabilitating the area for the nesting birdlife. The only down side is the way the new proposed plan of management wants to 
restrict the daily numbers visiting the island which will probably make it unviable for the operators to continue. The other 
disappointing part of the meeting was that the local director could not be present as he had to attend a hearing on the horse 
culling in Kosciuszko. 


One other thing, | was asked about the new proposed plan of management of Lake Ayer and the banning of visitors without 
guides. Like all proposed plans we can put in submissions and | strongly advise that we all do this, they are using safety as 
the main reason without any numbers to back it up. | cannot find any past instances where this has been a problem, so it 
looks like they are making it up.
